OF THE 


LOAN FUND BOARD OF IRELAND. 


The Loan Fund Board of Ireland submit this, their Seventy-fourth Annual 
Report, for presentation to both Houses of Parliament. 

The statements set out in Appendices 1 and 2 have been compiled from 
Abstracts, furnished to the Board since 1st January, 1912, in conneetron wrth 
Societies. 

The Capital, on 31st December, 1911, of these Societies was £89,319, and the 
circulation of this Capital in 1911 amounted to £194,992. 

In several recent Reports to Parliament Cd. 4004 (1908), Cd. 4650 (1909), 
and Cd 5183 (1910)) the Loan Fund Board called attention to the fact that their 
income is no longer sufficient to enable them to carry on their work and that to 
meet necessary expenditure, they have had to realise the most of their invested 
Capital. 

On 12th October, 1910, the Board wrote asking the Chief Secretary to receive 
four members of their body as a deputation empowered to explain to lum e 
necessity for having the income of the Board supplemented by a grant from Pi 
Funds. 

Subsequently the Loan Fund Board were informed by the Irish 
that in connection with facts mentioned by the Board in the aforesaid letter 
12th October, 1910, His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant had appointed a Com- 
mittee to inquire into the financial position of the Board; the members of the 
Committee being Sir Frederic Cullinan, K.C.B. (Chairman), Mr. J. W. Drury of 
the Local Government Board, and Mr. J. P. Walsh, of the Department of Agncul- 
ture and Technical Instruction. o
